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1 . SUMMARY: FIRST SIX WEEKS OF SEMESTER HAVE PASSED WITHOUT 
STUDENT DEMONSTRATIONS AIMED AT ROKG. APRIL 19 IS ANNIVERSARY 
OF PREVIOUS DEMONSTRATIONS, AND ROKG HAS TAKEN STEPS TO PREVENT 
DISORDERS FROM OCCURRING. END SUMMARY. 

2. APRIL 19 IS TRADITIONAL DATE FOR MARKING STUDENT DEMONSTRA- 
TIONS WHICH BROUGHT DOWN SYNGMAN RHEE REGIME. OFFICIALS AT 
MAIOR UNIVERSITIES IN SEOUL HAVE CONFIRMED TO EMBOFFS THAT 
SCHOOLS RECEIVED STRONG "ADVICE" FROM GOVERNMENT TO SCHEDULE 
SPECIAL ACTIVITIES DESIGNED TO KEEP STUDENTS OCCUPIED DURING 
THIS PERIOD. UNIVERSITY OFFICIALS ACKNOWLEDGED PRESSURE IN 
THIS REGARD CAME FROM OUTSIDE THE SCHOOLS. BUT WERE UNABLE TO 
PINPOINT EXACT SOURCE OF INSTRUCTIONS.

SCHEDULED EXTRACURRICULAR EVENTS OR CANCELLED CLASSES. 

SEOUL NATIONAL UNIVERSITY PLANS THREE "STUDY DAYS" OVER APIRL 19 
PERIOD. KOREA UNIV WILL BEGIN FESTIVAL ON 4/18 AND CARRY ON 
ACTIVITIES INTO THE WEEKEND; SOGANG HAS CANCELLED 4/18 
AND 4/19 CLASSES; TONG GUK HAS A "HIKING FESTIVAL" SLATED 
FOR 4/19. THESE ACTIVITIES ARE RECENTLY ARRANGED, AND 
AS OF 4/13 NOT ALL PROFESSORS HAD BEEN INFORMED OF THE 
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DEVELOPMENTS. 

4. STEPS TAKEN BY ROKG (REPORTED REFTEL) HAVE SO FAR 
BEEN SUCCESSFUL IN PREVENTING UNWELCOME STUDENT DEMON- 
STRATIONS. ONLY KNOWN DISORDERS HAVE BEEN OVER BLUE HOUSE 
BUGGING ALLEGATIONS. POSSIBILITY EXISTED THAT THESE 
DEMONSTRATIONS COULD HAVE CHANGED FROMBUGGING ISSUE 

TO MORE TRADTIONAL GOVERNMENT-DIRECTED STUDENT CONCERNS. 
THIS HAS NOT OCCURRED. POLICE RESPONSE TO BUGGING 
DEMONSTRATIONS HAS BEEN RESTRAINED. THEY HAVE NOT 
INTERFERED EXCEPT TO RESTRICT STUDENTS FROM CARRYING 
DEMONSTRATIONS OFF CAMPUS GROUNDS AND INTO THE STREETS. 
DEMONSTRATIONS REPORTEDLY HAVE BEEN DISBANDED AT URGING 
OF SCHOOL AUTHORITIES, NOT POLICE. 

5. SOURCES AT KNCC INDICATE THAT CHURCHES AFFILIATED 
HOPE TO START CAMPAIGN TO ASK ROKG TO RELEASE STUDENTS 
JAINED IN CONNECTION WITH LAST FALL'S UNIVERSITY DISORDERS. 
SUCH A CAMPAIGN COULDMOBILIZE STUDENTS FOR ANTI-ROKG 
DEMONSTRATIONS. NCU ELECTIONS IN MAY COULD ALSO PROVIDE 
STIMULUS FOR STUDENT DISORDERS. EVEN WITH GOVERNMENT'S 
SUCCESS SO FAR IN MAINTAINING CAMPUS CALM. POSSIBILITY 
FOR TROUBLE WILL PERSIST FOR DURATION OF TERM.
